Like the traditional 
old maid, we even look under the bed at night to see 
what isn't there. We must remember that we still 
have more than enough of many products. And we 


'agined scarcities. Here's a case in point. 


American soap companies wouldn't be able to supply 
us with enough soap. Some who live in rural areas 
began hunting up the old iron soap buckts their moth- 
ers had used years ago. They stárted to make their 
own soap. In doing so they began to hamper Ameri- 
ca's war effort, and the War Production Board is now 


lost when soap is made at home. 

Glycerine, it seems, is a by-product of commercial 
soap manufacturing and today it is badly needed to 
make explosives. Like other industries doing w 
work, the soap companies are stepping up their pro 
duction. They're working so hard to make glycerine 
that the tables are turned and soap is almost by-pro- 
“duct of their efforts now. The cart’s before the horse 
this time, and it’s even helping to pull! 

Winning the war is going to be a huge job, and we 
must all do our part. As this story shows, we can 
sometimes do. that in simple ways—just by not mak- 
ing soap, for example, and by 
rumors.
